BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:10

NEW SECTION.  Section 1.  Withdrawal of proposed rule at governor's request. (1) Before an12

agency files a notice with the secretary of state to adopt a rule proposed pursuant to this part, the governor may13

request the withdrawal of the proposed rule. At the governor's request, an agency that has proposed a rule may14

not, except as provided in this section, adopt the proposed rule and shall withdraw the proposed rule from the15

rulemaking process by publishing a notice of withdrawal of the proposed rule in the register.16

(2)  An agency that withdraws a proposed rule pursuant to subsection (1) may not, for a period of 1 year,17

again propose a rule substantially the same as the proposed rule that was withdrawn.18

(3)  This section does not apply to a rule proposed pursuant to 2-4-303 or 2-4-315 or to a rule proposed19

by the lieutenant governor, attorney general, secretary of state, superintendent of public instruction, or state20

auditor.  21

NEW SECTION.  Section 2.  Codification instruction. [Section 1] is intended to be codified as an23

integral part of Title 2, chapter 4, part 3, and the provisions of Title 2, chapter 4, part 3, apply to [section 1].24
